The Garden Club 


One of the features of the 
Flower Show will be the mixed 
bouquets. These will be judged for 
their symmetry of arrangement, 
and the beauty of the entire bou- 
quet, as well as of the individual 
blooms. Harmony of color and the 
fitness of the basket or vase to 
the type of flowers, will also play 
an important part. 

In using vases or bowls, select 
something simple that will not dis- 
tract the eye from the flowers. 
Remember, it is the bouquet you 
are showing and not the contain- 
er. Plain glass or pottery in green, 
or neutral colors, and with good 
lines, will show your flowers to far 
better advantage, than elaborate 
vases. And do not crowd the 
blooms. The Japanese, famed for 
the exquisite artistry of their flow- 
er arrangement and who spend 
years in mastering the art, sel- 
dom use more than two sprays and 
often less in a bowl. 2 

That does not mean that the 
bouquets are going to be judged 
by the Japanese standard, but be 
sure and give each flower a chance 
to show its individual perfection. 
If it is not lovely enough for such 
treatment, it is not fit for showing. 
This mixed bouquet exhibit will be 
one of the most interesting feat- 
ures of the Flower Show as it al- 
lows a wide latitude for that per- 
sonal touch that will not be ap- 
parent in the more stereotyped ex- 
hibits.
